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After the Formal Warning, the Bom­ 
bardment of the Rojal Palace Was 
Commenced—The British Fire Re­ 
turned to the End—All Escape Was 
Cnt Off, 
Zanzibar, Aug. 28.—The palace of the 
sultan of Zanzibar war bombarded 
Thursday, and at noon was a mass of 
blazing ruins. The usurping chieftain, 
Said Khalid, and the commander of his 
forces, Said Sales, succeeded in escap­ 
ing to the German consulate, where 
they have sought refuge and remain 
under the protection of the German 
flag. 
Rear Admiral Henry Rawson, C. B., 
in command of the British Cape of 
Good Hope and west coast of Africa 
station, and the British consul-general, 
A. H. Harding, C. B., after holding a 
conference yesterday, communicated by 
cable to the government of Great Brit­ 
ain an outline of the situation of af­ 
fairs here, setting forth that Said Kha­ 
lid, who seized the palace and pro­ 
claimed himself sultan on the death, 
apparently by poison, of Sultan Hamed 
Bin Thwain Bin Said, had been strong­ 
ly re-enforced and positively refused 
to surrender. 
Said Khalid had with 
him at that time about 2,500 well-armed 
and well-disciplined men, including 900 
Askaris, who have been trained under 
British officers, plenty of ammunition 
and a number of field guns and other 
pieces of artillery which were trained 
on the British warships. 
The latter, with the re-enforcements 
which arrived Wednesday, were: The 
flagship St. George, the third-class 
cruiser Philomen, the third-class cruis­ 
er Racoon, the first-class gunboats 
Sparrow and Thrush. 
Later in the day cabled instructions 
were received from London and anoth­ 
er conference was held between the ad­ 
miral and the consul-general, and 
eventually an ultimatum was sent to 
Said Khalid ordering him to haul down 
his flag and surrender with his forces 
no later than 9 o’clock this morning. 
At the same time the British residents 
of Zanzibar were notified to be on board 
Admiral Rawson’s ships by 8 o’clock. 
It is understood that Said Khalid re­ 
ceived further re-enforcements 
from 
the slave dealers, who flocked to his 
support, ae the formal hoisting of the 
British flag over Zanzibar would mean 
the liberation of about 250,000 slaves 
and a death blow to slavery in this part 
of East Africa. 
By 8 o’clock the British 
subjects, 
numbering about IOO persons, and a 
number of other foreigners had em­ 
barked on board the warships, the Ital­ 
ians going on board the Italian gun­ 
boat Volturno, and the Germans seek­ 
ing safety at the German consulate.

These gentlemen state that but for 
the demoralized condition of the work­ 
men about the lumber yards one-third 
of the town, comprising nearly all of 
the residence portion, might have been 
saved. In their efforts to stay the fire 
Messrs. Richardson and Backus were 
nearly smothered by smoke and heat, 
which swept in whirlwinds around 
them. It is now positively known that 
no lives were lost in the fire.

Fellows, of the Buffalo Bin combina­ 
tion, who dropped into The Gazette 
office yesterday afternoon. 
A gold 
McKinley button glistened on the 
lapel of his coat, and a red, white and 
blue badge, w ith the portrait of the 
republican candidate on it, beamed 
frorn his vest front. 
“ W hat is th a t? ” he asked, as Irs 
eye caught a “ McKinley shirt front” 
th at hung on the wall in the editorial 
room. 
The “ front” was 
made of 
enameled linen, and bore the pictures 
of McKinley A Hobart, surrounded by 
American 
flags in colors. 
It was 
designed to w ear over any ordinary 
shirt, fastening to the collar button, 
and to the bosom by a stud. 


Donned the Front at Once 
“ That is something new” Mr. Fel­ 
lows replied 
when told what the 
“shirtfront” was made for. 
“ C an t 
have it?” 
“ Certainly.” 
Off came the press agent’s coat, vest, 
collar and necktie in an instant, and 
th e shirt front was soon in place, 
m aking three republican emblems th at 
the press agen I wore.

with the show is unanimous. 
They all w ant to be paid in good 
money, and they know th at if we take 
in cheap money, they will be paid la 
coin of the same character.” 
Mexican Is Satisfied. 
A Gazette reporter interviewed one 
of tho Mexicans at the fair grounds 
yesterday. 
The 
gentlem an 
from 
across the Rio Grande talked English, 
and was well posted. 
“ The cow boys with the show get 
$40 a month and their board,” he 
explained in response to the reporter’s 
question. “ While we Mexicans get $20 
a month and board. 
I am satisfied, 
however, because when I get back to 
Mexico, my $20 in American money— 
w hether silver, gold or paper—can be 
exchanged for $40 in Mexican silver 
money as soon as I get across the line. 
Therefore, la m doing as well as the 
American cowboy, on just half the 
salary he gets. 
I am going back to 
Mexico when I finish my engagement 
w ith the show, and so are the others.” 
There is an object lesson in w hat 
the Mexican told The Gazette man. 
“ Therefore, (because Mexico is on a 
free silver basis) I ain doing as well as the 
American cowboy on half the salary that 
he gets.” 
W han you take into consideration 
the fact th at Buffalo Bill’s men are 
gathered from all parts of the country, 
and th a t many of them are from the 
west, and the so called “ silver states,” 
the statem ent th at there are no 16-to-l 
men among them ,is quite a revelation, 
and indicates strongly, the tendency 
of the times.

Ta-* Mayor and Common Council of the city of 
Janesville ao ordain asgfollowa: 
Section I. No person shall keep, sell or give 
away gunpowder in any quantity within the 
city of Janesville without permission in writing 
signed by the mayor of said city provided how­ 
ever, that this section shall not apply to persons 
keeping gunpowder in quantities less than five 
pounds for their own personal use, or In maga­ 
zines as hereinafter provided. 
Secfion 2. No person shall keep or store in 
any building in said city any nitro-glycerine, 
dynamite, giant powder, or other similar ex­ 
plosive more violent In its nature than gun­ 
powder. 
Section 3. No dealer In gunpowder shall keep 
or store ar y quantity thereof greater than fifty 
pounds at any ole time at his place of business 
in said city. 
Section 4. Every dealer in gunpowder shall 
k^epsuch powder In a safely constructed box 
of such form and size as shall be approved by 
th a chief engineer of the fire department. Such 
box shall be painted yellow, with the word 
*‘i owder” printed or painted thereon in black 
letters not less than five inches in length, and 
shall lie fitted v\itll handles so that ihesame 
may be easilv moved in ca.se of fire, and such 
box shall he kept only in such part of any deal­ 
er's place of business as may be directed by said 
Chief engineer.
